TRAGEDY АТ GREAT YARMOUTH. 

Ох Friday, Н-одгіспе Erenshuisen, 20 years of age, was brought 
before the Yarmouth magistrates, оһагкөй with the murder of 
Alert Hineman, aged twenty-two, at в low house of eutertsiament 
called the London Гвачега. The prisoner and deceased were re- 
spectively ordinary seaman and cook on beard the Datoh galliot 
Becandue, and bad been on shore erjo:ing themee'ves Tho osp- 
tain of tae vessel went to the London Tavern and desired the pri- 
goner to go on board, whioh ә refase) to do. “he cook Hiasman 
rem onstrated with him, and endeavoured to indase him to leave 
and go on board, wheu Erenshuises drew а long kuife from his 
belt and stabbed him t>tbe heart Evilencs of tha deed was 
taken, aud the prisoner was formally remanded for в week. 

А coroner's inquest was also held on the body of the deceased. 
One of the chief witnesses csll-d was 

Henrion R z-ma, the captaia of tne vessel, who appesred to bo а 
most un williog witness, ideutided the body of the deceased, bat 
denied all kuowledge of how he oame by his Cestn. He remem- 
bered goiog into a room where there were music aod danciog on 
the previous evening b:tween ten and twelve o'clock He told the 
prisoner to 6» on board, end be refused, aud witaess took him by 
the олаг. As to what took place after that he doggedly refused to | 
say. He saw Hinsman dead, but conld not ssy in what house. 
Witness was not drunk ae far as he knew. 

loepeotor Berry said the wiipcsg wes drunk 

Too jary unsvimonsly considered that the witness wes wilfully 
keeping back the facts, and the coroner at ouce coumiited him for 
contempt of court. 

Kreu Kiokinan, ordinary seaman, was then sworn. Пе deposed 
that about half-psst six o'clock the previons evening the deceased, 
the prisoner, aud he с eut to tue concert-room of the City cf London 
‘Tavern, and stayed there during the evening. ‘lbe osptain came 
іп abont eight o'olook.

Thoug 
several portraits of Nelson have 
been published, yet the one we 
now give is жаң» in its kind, 
and extremely characteristic of 
the brave admiral. It is from а 
painting by an Italian artist to 
the king at Palermo, after the 
battle of the Nile, when the court 
of Naples displayed so much grati- 
tude to their brave preserver.

SEGISTEBED FOB TRANSMISSION ABBOAD. 


A L&TTER purporting to be from the pen of the Prince de Joinville 
has been published in an American journal, whether with or with- 
ont the consent of the writer we are not in a position to вау; but 
having been addressed to an American gentleman, it had, as the 
writer must have known, the fsiresb ohanoo of coming under the 
publio eye, and rebounding from America to Earope. We should 
have passed this production unnotived bat for a few remarks con- 
tained im it that more particalarly oonoern ourselves. The prince 
is a naval officer of pre-eminent ability, and his professional stric- 
tores ош our warine dewand atteniiom. lt appeere that, in the 
Privee de Juinville’s view, tue British navy, though onc» famous 
is now effete.

‘Thesa are the prince's words :—“ The 
British navy, afier а long period of inaction, and furnished with 
ships and men it bas no confidence in, is not what it was formerly.’ 
Tuis is most melancholy, considering that it follows а preceding 
paregraph of unrestricted praise of the American вату. The prince 
remarks that in monitors, in torpedoes, in Alabama sorew-sloops, in 
the general efficioaoy of the ships, and the feeling of confidence of the 
crows—'' upon all these poinis you Americacs have the lead.” It 
їн icoonteaiable that the prince is entitled to bie own opinion, aud 
tbat, when be has іо:шәй it, be is at liberty to utter it; bat we 
ghould сегінісіу ike to bo made aware of the sources of information 
which fortity him iu etetiog that the English na ion has no confi- 
deuce ei her in ita ships or in its seamen, What bas been spoken 
or printed here by Kuglishmen to give the prinoe authority for his 
ваеш? aud what have our seamen doae ог failed to do that bas 
abo ished oar proud reliance on their skill and devotion? We build 
cur ships, and sometimes we sbuse our ships, probably because we 
think it our privilege to do as we hke with our own, and cherish 
eowe ijeal of a vessel of war that we have not yet completely 
facbioned out. Let anybody sbuse our shig» that will But 
a elur саз) ОП On; £ean:n 18 Аа differeut matter, and it ig al- 
most to go beyoad tùa bounds of proper modesty for the prince 
to assume the right to deliver our јај, шец; upon thom. In gune, 
it seeme, the Ameriosrs are not grestly in advanoe of Karopeaus 
Ав t the condition of the Frenc: navy, the Prinoe de Joinville 
ranks it with that of Eugleud. We are the ‘ European navies" 
that aro no matoh for tbe American. General Nino Bixio, who із 
probably as good а practical seamen ав the prince, deolared that in 
his judgment the English fl ets nobly г. prec nted our power, while 
the fleets of Francs were, as hs thoaght, a delualon to her that 
might ultimately load her into dissster. But the Prinos de Joinville 
puts ihe fleets of both nations on an equal footing, inasmuch ss ho 
prosirates both at the feet of the great 'ransatiantio republic. The 
French navy ie һө says, “disgusted with the odious servico of 
crauspor в imposed upon шы” The esme nots has been struck be- 
foro іш tue Kevue des Deux Mondes, aud by the same writer, if 
we may credis the Common Allegation of its authorship. If the 
Freuch navy іш generally di:gueted because, instead of getting 
glory, it has be.n tavke! to porform а na iunal gorvios for the army, 
the lameatations of the Prince de Juiuville over its ineffisiencies 
aro no: uttered without good reason. Jadgiog by what he per- 
mit: himself to say of us, however, we are not inclined to take 
him for an au.hority upon the actua! sentiments of the navy of 
France.

Тт ia now &lmost twenty years ago since the county courts were 
бге established. Those who are old enough to remember the 
debatea which led to the repeal of the corn laws will scarcely have 
forgotien the dogged vigour with which the old lawyers of those 
days resisted the advocates of legal reform, and the eloquence with 
which they foretold the ruin of the common law bar, and the down- 
fall of the \ime-honoared oirouits. Im those deye the petty trades- 
man to whom а debt of a few shillinge was due was compelled 
either to ab:ndon hia debt, or to sue for it at an expense much 
greater thau the sum which he could possibly recover. Fortu- 
nately, however, parliamest aid the common sense of the public 
overrode the ведер prejudices of the lawyers, and even reoaloitrant 
law officers were compelled t» sid in what they anticipated would 
prove the destruction of their professiunal brethren. But those pre- 
judices have all been falsified. The common law bar still flourishes 
ap of yore—the cause liets supply ampie materials for the eloquence 
oftadvooates and the ingenuity of pleaders, and the courts at West- 
mfnster still ind full emp!y ment for ths staff of judges Bat until 
last session the advantages of cheap law were confined to caret 
which, under the old system, would һауе been determined socord- 
ing to the principles of the oommon lew. Hitherto goods sold and 
delivered, and actions of contract, were the chief subjects 
which engrossed the siteation of the county couris. The vast 
field of what is termed equitable jurieaiotion was beyond 
the pale of these tribunale; and yet in suoh oases the 
hardship i&ílioted upon poor people by beiaz compelled to have 
recourse to the Court of Onsnoery was peculiarly severe. Buppose 
a master bequeathed his servant an aunuity of £50, or half & dozen 
people hai claims upon an estate of £300 or £400 —suppose в msr- 
ried woman or an orphan were iuterested in some few hundred 
pounds whioh her husband or father had' placed іп the hands of 8 
trustee to be administered for her beneft--suppose that a bard- 
working tradeemen bad lent в oouple o! hundred pounds upon the 
security of в coltsge—suppose the gasrdian of an orpben obild 
possessed of в little property was desirous to lay out а certain por- 
tion of it for the parpose uf advaucement—or suppose іше case of ё 
amall partuerehip which it was tuought expedient to dissolve or to 
wind up Виоа омев come before the Court of Ойапсөгу every дву, 
and indeed constitute the largest share of the business which ocou- 
pies tho judges of that august tribunal. Such cases are very ft 
subjects tu exercise Ше judicial powers of such men as Lord Oran- 
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worth, L 14 Westbury, and Bir William Page Wood; and when | 


the prop ity in dispute is of oonsiderable valus, it шау be 
worth while for a suitor to pay the expense involved in dis- 
co:sng tbe subject before a lawyer of the highest emi- 
sence Bat the same question arises іп every sphere of 
Ше, end іп mang cases the persons who happen to be 
interested аге obliged to have recourse to some jadicisl tribunal. 
They connot with safety settle the matter out of court. Almost 
every ove is in business or has а little property, or has the good 
fortune to anticipate the period whea a maiden aunt will die testate 
or intestate, Almost every шап ig a trustee or an executor, and 
unhappily the necessity of applying for legal advice ір not so 
unusual аз most of us could desire. Until the close of last бебгіоп, 
however, the only court to which spglication conld be made In puch 
cases was the Court of Bessioa. Bat now, thanks to Lord West- 
bary, the county courts hav e been clothed with equity jurisdiction 
and the rules ander which these courts are to exerolve that juris- 
diction have just been published. They are signed by the Chan 
celler, and osme into operation on the 15: of October. Henceforth 
if the amount of property involved does not agosed £300, the count 
court judge may administer whatever pe may be administer 
by the Lord Qhanoollor himself. It will no longer be necessary for 
or-ditors and legatees to go to Chancery —the estate of their debtor 
or of their testator may be distributed in the county court; and 
trustees, mor'gagees, and partners within the limit stated will exjoy 
similar privileges. In short, the principles of the county court 
system have at length recsived that practioal extension which they 
ought to have received years ago.

the әррвага ов of old rusty irou. To Romas Ostholics, of all 
countries, it is the chief objəot of veneration іц the cathedral; none 
pars it without some movement of reverence, while the more rigid 
devotees kiss the toa of the exposed fco; в veral inea, pressing 
their foreheads ay eiost it after esch salutation, aud раіць their 
hands affectionstely over it. Others, ros:ra'iog thouselves in 
front of the statuo engage in prayer. The homage of kígsiug the 
foot of the кімде bas been frequently rendered by the Pop» him- 
self. Одг artist has given an admirable delineation of this scone. 
Cardioa!s and other dignitaries of the Ohuroch are shown s'ancin 

around daring the ceremony, іа whici the emblems of olerical 
authority and militsry power are mingled, as usual, in strange 
contrast. French aufiquariang assert that thts а] оо statne of the 
voor fisherman of Galileo was cast by Pope L-o X from materiale 
furnished by an ancient bronze statu- cf Jupiter Cap'to'icus, while 
others maintain that it is the ideuticsl ішіде, s'igutiy al ered, 
мор the old Romans adored. 

To sho v that this is at least poseiblo, wo шау mention that an 
ancient bas-relief, & copy of whioh is sppeuded to tha accompsny- 
ing picture, represents а scene іп which ^ femele is in the act of 
devoutly kissing the extended foot of an image of Japitor, white 
behind her are two persons bosring con:cce іш tucir haudg. 

l'he honours paid to the sainted bronza of S; Peter's епйісдег 
the lasting integrity of at lesst ove portion of the statue іше 
venerated foot has become, from the worah!o it is constantly re- 
ceiving, mach worn, and shines like silver. Боша, indeed, assert 
that it is the ‘hird foot made for the image, in consequence of the 
wearing away ой the two former, recalling to mind the words of 
бісего, in his desoription of а status of Hercules st Argentum:— 
“That his mouth and ohin wero some what worn, because, in their 
prayers aud thankegivings, they wero azcustamed not only to 
worship, but to kiss them ”

Castle, the keap of which stil! rowaius, boing coaverwd into a 
modern д velling-houre. Іп 1102 the castle and proporty wer» for- 
feited to the crown. Bhrewbary, fro i's sitasti cz clos to Wales, 
w-s the sorne of many border frsys batweov the Welsa and Fag 
lisi; анд ty 1277, Edward I had his quarters her». Ou tho 214 
of July, 1403, & desperate battle was fought near ths town, between 
the royal army, commanded by Henry 1V, and that of the rebel 
Earl of Nortnumbsrlacd, under the command of the famous Lord 
Peroy, surnamed Hotspur: the desth of the latter, by an unknown 
haud, decided the victory in the king'a favour: the loss ou both 
sidos was immense.

[From “ Obambers's Journal."] 

NEARLY opposite the church of St. Sebald in Nuremberg stands an 
ancient ian, narrow and lofty, with an indented gable, small dusty 
casements, and the roof surmounted by a plaster image of the 
Virgin Many years ago, when beginning the world as а young 
srtist, I took up my above in this quaint hcstelry. I had come to 
Nuremberg ia order to study the works of the old masters; bat, my 
funds running short, I was obliged to take portraits—and such 
portraits! Stont old Jadieg, each with her cat on her Тар; rosy 
burgomasters, wigged aud cocked-hatted, all plentifally aud im- 
partially illuminated with ochre aud vermilion. 

At length this resource began to fail; and mine host, who at first 
bad been all civility, Бедеп to importune me іп a somewhat in- 
solent manner for the amou tof my bill One evening as I was 
passing up stairs to my attic, Master Repp called after me: * Hallo!

Pray, 
when em 1 likely to see the colour сї your money ?" 

I muttered some sort of indistinct reply, and hastening to my 
room, locked the door, aud threw myself, dressed ag I waa, on my 
bed. Revolving my miserable position in my mind, all the genuine 
feeling for art, all the high aspirations alter excellence which had 
hitberto buoyed me up, seemed to forsake me, and a sordid, hungry 
craving for money took their place. At length my eyes grew heavy, 
and my thoughts confused, and 1 alept profoundly for some hours.
